Intrepid Birdman, and the First Man to Cross American Continent in 


an Aeroplane, 


Instantly Killed While Giving Exhibition 


at Long Beach, California 


Long Reach Oal., April 8 (Special to The 
Billboard).—@aiMrhith P. Rogers. the first man 
to cross the american continent In an aere- 
plane, wa< k@led here almos instantly Tate te- 
day, when d& biplane in whieh he had been 
searing over the ocean fell from a height of 200 
fevt and buries, Sim in the wreckage.

Rodgers for a week past hed been making 
daily flights here and bad taken ap with him 
Many passengers. both men and women, To-day 
he started from his usual place and soared out 
over the ocean. crossing the plier, and then 
turned and dipped close to a roller coaster in 
a beach amusement park. 

Seeing a flock of gulls disporting themselves 
among a great shoal of sardines, just over the 
break: rs, Redgers again turned and dived down 
inte them, seattering the sea fowl in all direc- 
tions. Tighly elated with the outcome of his 
dive, Rogers then flew farther out to sea, all the 
time grvdnatiy ris'ng vntil he had reached a 
height of about 200 feet. 


Making a shert urn le started at full speed 


for the pier. then suddenly dipped his planes and j 


his machine began a frightful descent. Rodg- 
ers was seen by bundrecs +f persons on the pier 
to relax his bold on the levers and then, seem- 
ingly realiving that he was in danger, he made 
strennons efforts to prlt the nose of his ma- 
chine into a level position. 


Fetling In this he managed to turn his craft 
further in shore and an instant later the craft 


wreck and hurried to the bath-hbouse hospital. 
He died on the way. 

Examina‘i n showed that Rodgers’ neck, jaw- 
bone and back had been broken, 

A telegram was sent to the aviator’s widow. 
whe lives In Pasadena, Cal... and a cablegram 
to his mother, Mrs. H. S. Schweitzer, who is 
now in London. The body was prepared for 
burial and sent to Pasadena to-night. The ma 
chine that Rodgers used today wag the ene with 
which he won $11,000 in prizes las, July at the 
Chicago endurance meet. It is a total wreck. 
many parts having been swept out to sea by the 
tide.

Starting at San Die o, Cal., and vis- 
iting every important city on ihe Pacitic Coast 
as far north as Vancouver, B. C., the company 
then came eastwavd over the Northern Pacifle 
Road, appearing at Spokane, Butte, Helena. Du- 
tuth, Minneapolis and St. Pau). Impresario Lam- 
bardi then visited Chicago, Milwaukee, Omaha, 
St. Louis, Little Rock, Fort Smith, Nasbvile, 
Memphis, New Orleans, Los Angeles, Sap Fran- 
cisco and St. Lonie required two weeks each; 
Vortland, Seattle, Vancouver, Minneapolis, 
St. Paul Milwaukee, Chicago. Omaha, Nash- 
ville, Memphis and New Orleans, one week 
each Only one date on the entire tour 
required cancel ation—that of Joplin.

YOUTH MUST BE SERVED, BUT HOW 
ABOUT SPEED CHAMPION, 


New stars in the athletic world are developed 
with opulent reguigrity and one by one the old 


kings disappear—some out of sight altogether, 
In most justances sport crowns change hands 
very rapidly and the theory that youth must be 
served after a champion has reached a certain 
age has been generally accepted as one of the 
inevitable laws of nature Norval Baptie. how- 
ever, is one of the most notable exceptions to 
the general ruls For years he has been the 


king on ice skates, and has often ben compelled 
to go through entire seasons without a race 
owing to lIsck of competition, and is still to 
day the world’s champion on steel blades. Time 
bas noi made ivroads into Baptie’s strength or 
speed, and right now he is probably capable of 
going as fast--perhaps faster, if pushed 
at any period in his career, Baptie cannot 
on forever—that much is certain—but consider 
Ing that he has been racing for a decade and 
a half at least, his record is one of the most 
marvelous in athletics. Many champions have 
been forced to retire because lack of a worthy 
opponent. James J. Jeffries had to quit fighting 
on account of there being no man to meet bim, 
He conquered the pugilistie world and when 
there were no move worlds to conquer he was 
compelled to put away his fighting trunks and 
lead a life free from the glamor of talkative 
seconds and hoarse throated spectators. Other

champions of the rosin arena have at various 
times gone without contests for the same rea- 
son that made Jeffries quit fighting, but ip 
nearly every case their inactivity was only tem- 
porary. Baptie, however, has been such a mar- 
vel of the tempered steel runners since winning 
the champlonship in competition that only at 
rare intervals has be had a chance to defend his 
title. He has defeated the best professionals 
in the country the past ten years—such flyers as 
Johnny Nilsson, Peter Sinerud, Bellefeuille, 
John and Harley Davidson and Morris Wood.

the United States Patent Office and sundry 
patent solicitors have certainly profited thous- 
ands by their brain creatures. What has Tody 
inven ‘ed? Probably over a hundred things, 
from umbrella fasteners and step ladders to 
toys and rallway appliances. So with his part- 
ner in inventive crime, who, though the most 
genial of men and gentle, has just invented a 
double bored cannon that would prove so mur- 
derous to compact bodies of soldiers that the 
ordnance experts of the war departments of 
civilized countries stand aghast at the pros- 
pe:t of decimating the ranks of the enemy that 
the possibilities of this new engine of war 
open up. But they don’t care for money, or 
apparently anything else. these two inventor 
comrades; Mr. Wodiska seriously preaches econ- 
omy and thrift to Tody, who thoughtlessly pays 
long distance telephone tolls to tell Julius the 
latest funny story he has heard. After easing 


thought, pays the bill for fifty plunks and then 
perceives that he could have bought the simple

Tody has recently written his friend Wodiska 
that he is coming back to New York, perbaps 
to promote publiiity in some other sphere than 
the realm of the tented field.

question that only confused him and evolved 
the lame reply that if it were so he did not 
know.

In re- 
spect of his hospitality there have been occa- 
sional emulators whose motives were so obvious 
that the newspapermen whose in-‘erest they 
thus sought contemptuously ignored them. Con 
stancy is one of Mr. Hamilton's virtues and 
the real newspaper worker who was temporarily 
“out’’ found that he was sure of his welcome 
to pass all of his idle hours he pleased watch- 
ing the perennial circus. Con cientiousness is 
so strong a characteristic of Hamilton’s that 
it surely accoun‘s in part for his value to whom 
he might represent. 

Just one incident illustrative of Tody’s in- 
difference to money matters and the friendship 
between the late James A. Bailey and his s:ar 
press agent. 

One January day the late Merritt Young, 
treasurer of the circus and Mr. Baller’s con- 
fidant, poked his head through the doorway to 
Tody’s den and remarked: ‘‘Tody. the books 
show that you owed the show $473.67 when last 
season closed.’’ 

“Is that so? asked Tody. Time went on 
and at intervals of a week or two Merritt had 
thrice repeated this message. The fourth time 
Tody rejoined with ‘‘Well, damn it, you've 
said that three or four times; I can’t help it."’ 


So one day Mr. Bailey’s head appeared, 
speaking; it asked: “Going to lun:h with me 
Tody?” . 

“No. thank you, Mr. Bailey, I'm too busy 
today."’ 

“Ry the way, Tody,’’ remarked the circus 
Napoleon, ‘‘Merritt Young tells me you were 


overdrawn $473.67 last season; he wants to 
close his books.”’ 

“Yes Mr. Bailey,"’ said Tody sweetly, ‘‘Mer- 
ritt told me.”’ 

Twice again Mr. Bailey, reminded by Mr. 
Young, reminded Tody. The third time Tody 
turned and calmly surveying the ‘Governor’ 
sald: ‘“Mr, Bailey, Merritt Young has told me 
that four times and you have told me three 
times; now I cannot help that ff it is so, for 
if so it only proves that you do not pay me 
enough money.”

Shakespeare and his works were eulogized, 
the speaker saying in part: “It is not a right, 
it is an absolutely necessity that Shakespeare 
ehould be played, that he should become an 
fntegral part of our aesthetic life and woe 
Ddetide the people that banish his dramaz from 
the stazge."’ 

After a facetious arrayal of the attempts 
ef amateur playwrights, Mr. Power closed by 
quoting William Winter’s optimistic remarks 
concerning the outlook for the future of the 
etage.

The Churchwarden and The Woman Hater 
were two of the first dramas acted there, but 
it was not until Arthur Vinero guve the actor 
the manuscript of Sweet Lavender that the 
theatre reached its greatest success. 

Terry had to abandon his profession In 1890 
and travel in the hope of recovering his health, 
On bis return he produced Pinero’s rather grim 
comedy The Times, which had a run of six 
months. He subsequently produced at his own 
theatre a number of comedies, but none ever 
met with the su.cess of the two Pinero plays. 

His first wife was Ellen Die*z. He married 
later the widew of Sir Augustus Harris. He 
bad acted but little in London during the past 
decade. 

In 1902 Mr. Terry came to this country and 
acted in New York at the Princess Theatre. 
There was too much of the old burlesque meth- 
of in his acting to make him popular here 
and after a brief tour in Canada he returned 
to England, 

Mr. Terry was also one of the best known 
Freemasons in the world and was prominent 
in other fraternal and chari:able organizations. 
He wrote many books and acted in every coun- 
try in the world.
